Britain Backs 
Selassie in 
Ethiopia Drive 


Italians Fleeing; 
Britain Has No 
^Territorial Aims, 
Says Eden 


LONDON —(/P)— Britain, cooperat- 


ing with Hnilic Selassie in reclaiming 
his rule of Ethiopia, will participate 
in "temporary measures of military 
guidance and control," Foreign Secre- 
tary Anthony Eden told the House of 
Commons Tuesday. 


Selassie, who fled to Britain when 


the Italians conquered his country in 
1936 
and made it part of the Fas- 


cist empire, has returned to his East 
African kingdom and reasserted his 
rule with British recognition. 


British and Ethiopian forces have 


combined, meanwhile, in a drive to 
oust the. Italians. A British military 
spokesman reported 
Tuesday 
that 


British forces have established "direct 
communication' with "native patriots" 
and with their help are forcing the 
iftalians back "in an extremely usc- 
ccssful action." 


Eden told 'the house that the "tem- 


porary measures will bo brought to 
an end as soon as the situation per- 
mits." 


The government, he said, would wel- 


come "the appearance of an indepen- 
dent Ethiopian state and recognize the 
claim of Emperor Hailie Selassie to 
the throne."

The Lion of Juda has acknowledg- 


ed that he would "need outside as- 
sistance and guidance" on economic 
and political matters," Eden said, and 
Britain believes such guidance should 
be the subject of "an international 
arrangement at the 
conclusion of 


peace."

enterprises but 
as huge 
financial 


"white elephants," subsidized by gov- 
ernment, and kept alive ever since 
by huge new capital outlays both pub- 
lic and private. 


We value transportation not for the 


money it makes but for the develop- 
ment it brings to the country it 
traverses. 


All we have to consider, with regard 


to the airport, is whether Hope, like 
yesterday's town that "could get along 
without a railroad," feels it can face 
tomorrow without a solitary place for 
an airplane to land.

This food stamp proposal, on the 


other hand, is highly debatable. 


I suppose the city will do the best 


it can to iron out a bad situation that 
it has had no hand in. making. 
•The facts are'thatr'thousands of dol- 
lars' worth of surplus commodities 
have been given away to relief clients 
here in recent weeks, and, although 
:ho law is very strict about prohibit- 
ing the sale or trade of these com- 
modities, there have probably been 
some violations. 


In any event, The Star made a sur- 


vey of one commodity, eggs, and 
found this: 


Earlier in the winter Hope stores 


had been buying eggs from 
local 


farmers for 30c a dozen and retailing 
them at 33 to 35c. 


Huge 
quantities 
of 
eggs 
were 


dumped on the market by the relief 
agencies, and the price the stores paid 
the farmers for local eggs dropped to 
14c, with the retail price at 18 to 20c. 


Those facts are well known to local 


merchandisers and local farmers. It 
isn't going too far to say that Hope 
was destroyed, for a time, as a market 
for eggs. 


Similar but less drastic reaction was 


felt in the prices of other commod- 
ities. 


The 
federal 
government 
is re- 


sponsible for 
dumping such large 


quantities on our public on such 
short notice. 


At the same time the federal gov- 


ernment has authorized a try-out of 
the food stamp plan, which, as I 
unlerstand it, would simply establish 
local stores as authorized outlets for 
the relief commodities. 


It is tough for any city government 


to have ton>olvo a problem that a su- 
perior government has created. About 
the only practical procedure is to 
debate the question thoroughly, try 
to find u workable plan, and, if that 
fails, appeal to the federal author- 
ities for relief from a program which, 
whether intended or not, is disrupting 
the normal channels of trade—both 
for city and farm folks.

Two Important 
Proposals Face 
Hope Council 


Action Expected 
on Airport Land 
Purchase, Food 
Stamp Plan 


Two proposals of great importance, 


the purchase of on nirport silo and 
the food stamp plan, face the city 
council in its first meeting of the 
month at the city hall this Tuesday 
night. 


The council has deferred action for 


the past few meetings on the finol 
purchase of land for the airport al- 
though money for part of the land 
has been in escrow at .? local bank 
since the latter part of December. 
Final action was deferred pending in- 
vestigation of approximate costs and 
the chances for the project to be 
approved by C. A. A. nnd WPA aid. 


C. O. Thomas, city engineer, said 


Tuesday that all steps necessary had 
been taken and that plans were now 
ready to be submitted to the council 
and the CAA for approval. A pro- 
perty survey, topographical map, loca- 
tion and obstruction map and an 
aerial survey with pictures, have 
been completed and will be present- 
ed to the council Tuesday night. The 
master map shows four runways which 
catch 85.6 per cent ot the prevail- 
ing winds in this area. CAA plans 
require the runways to i\atch 80 per 
cent of the prevailing winds. 


Action is also expected on the food 


stamp plan which requires city or 
county sponsorship. This plan, which 
was submitted to the council by Hope 
morcants at the last meeting, would 
do away with the Surplus Commodit- 
ies wareouse here and allow the peo- 
ple to buy directly from the merchants 
throughout^,the county.. In .this plan 
the sponsor must put ujf'V r6vp|VS 
in.g fund,' with which to*buy. Stamps; 
These stamps, .when collected 
from 


different stores, would be redeemed 
by the federal government. The spon- 
sor must put up about ?5,000 to gel 
the plan started. 


Other Cities Seek 
Police Headquarters

cott and Arkadclphia were connected 
with these rumors as making strong 
bids for the office.

Convicted in 
Peonage Case 


Miller Guilty of 
Kidnaping; His 
Wife is Freed 


TEXARKANA-Jcsse William Mil- 


ler, 42-year-old former Arkansas con- 
vict, was convicted by an Arkansas 
federal court jury Monday afternoon 
of kidnaping Mrs, Dorothy Crawford 
Garner, his 19-year-old step-daughter, 
who lives on a farm near De Queen, 
Ark. 


Miller's wife, Artilla, charged with 


him, received an instructed verdict of 
not guilty. Mrs. Miller is the mother 
of Mrs. Garner. 


Judge Harry J. Lemley will not pro- 


nounce 
sentence 
on 
Miller until 


Thursday, when defendants in other 
criminal cases likely will be sen- 
tenced. 


The kidnaping statute provides that 


when the death penalty is not in- 
flicted, "the convicted person shall 
be punished by imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for such'term of years as 
the court in its discretion shall de- 
termine." 


Except when the death penalty is 


involved, juries in federal court do 
not make recommendations as to pun- 
ishment and the jury made no such 
recommendation in the Miller trial. 
At the opening of the cases, Judge 
Lemley had ruled out the possibility 
of capital punishment in the Miller 
trial because the indictment did not 
show sufficient cause to permit such 
a verdict. 


Judge Lemley ordered an instructed 


verdict of not guilty for Mrs. Miller 
on motion of defense counsel, repre- 
sented by Philip G. Alston and Henry 
Woods, who failed to show that she 
was not coerced by her husband in 
any acts which might have been com- 
mitted.

SINGAPORE — A tremendous war 


boom has hit the great Malay-East 
Indies rubber producing area, of which 
Singapore is the price-fixing capital. 


Thousands of Indian, Chinese 
and 


Javanese laborers on hundreds of es- 
tates .Vi Malaya and the Netherlands 
East Indies are working overtime to 
meet the demand from the United 
States for plantation rubber. Output 
under the 
international regulation 


scheme has been fixed at 100 per 
cnt until the U. S. demand has been 
met. 


Recent American buying is attri- 


butable principally to the decision to 
build up a huge reserve of this strate- 
gic raw material. British growers are, 
going all-out to meet the demand- 
not only because it means increased 
profits to their shareholders, but al- 


of plantation rubber were about 310,- 
000 tons a year, with the price less 
than 50 cents. But handsome profits 
were still being made. The price fell 
as production increased, and things 
did not look too bright for the in- 
dustry. 


By 1932 rubber was down to less 


than 5 cents a pound. Those were bad 
times for Malaya, but one important 
lesson was learned which will stand 
in good stead if and when synthetic 
rubber becomes a serious competitor. 
It was found that production costs 
could be reduced to a very low le- 
vel.

The measure, by Senators Houston 


of Heber Springs, and Milum of Har- 
rison, was brought up for final act- 
ion after Machen of Columbia gain- 
ed house reconsideration of the bill, 
which failed last week when it re- 
ceived only 44 affirmative votes.

WASHINGTON — (IP)— Charles/A. 


Beard, the historian, told congress 
Tuesday the British-aid bill "would 
involve us officially" in war and he 
urged its defeat; but George Field- 
ing Eliot, the writer, argued it should 
be enacted "with certain proper limita?

Finally, Dr. Wellman analyzed her 


records to find what made some chil- 
dren go ahead, while others slumped. 
She discovered that one of the most 
important things which increased the 
child's intelligence was his educa- 
tion. 


It was not the number of years the 


child was in school, but the kind of 
education it was getting, the sort 
of teachers and the methods, they us- 
ed to develop child minds. 


While Dr. Wellman has not found 


how to make normal minds for mo- 
roons, she has uncovered tilings which 
every school board,' school teacher, and 
parent should understand. In the 
meantime, she is continuing! her work, 
which she does in her own laboratory! 
situated in a remodeled hospital build- 
ing. 


She always has time, however, for 


the three orphan children whom she 
is rearing in her own. home and 
who are the children of another fa- 
mouse psychologist. They are her hob- 
bies.

10,000-Ton 
Merchantman 
Struck by Bombs 


BERLIN (/P)— A 10,000-ton merchant 


vessel was hit by German bombers 
off the east coast of England at noon 
Tuesday, DNB, official German news 
agency, said. 


The attack was made by planes on 


armed reconnaisanee, the agency said, 
and the ship was left listing heavily 
after a hit amidships. Another bomb 
started a fire in her stern, DNB said.

Little Rock, and for many years o 
chancellor, is considered one of the 
state's leading authorities on consti- 
tutional law, 


Arkansas Amendment No. 29, adopt- 


ed in 1938, provides that vacancies In 
the office ot United Stntes senator nnd 
other specified offices shall be filled 
by gubernatorial appointment, the ap- 
pointee being ineligible for "nppoint- 
mhcnt or election to succeed him- 
self." 


Question Is Debated 


There has been considerable specu- 


lation regarding Governor Adkins' 
choice for a "two-year term" to suc- 
ceed Senator Miller, who soon will 
resign to become United States Dis- 
trict Court judge. 
Politically nm- 


bilious^lcadcrs have not sought the ap- 
pointment because of the state's, bar 
to self-succession. 


Many lawyers tiro said to share the 


,view expressed by Mr. Futrell. 


"Amendment No. 29 to our state con- 


stitution, which authorizes the gov- 
ernor to fill vacancies in the United 
(States Senate, was authorised, by 
Amendment No. 17 to the United 
States Constitution,'* Mr. Futrell said. 
"In other words, it is the Constitu- 
tion of the United Stales which auth- 
orizes the governor 
to 
appoint a 


United States senator. 


"Nowhere is the authority found 


in the Constitution of the United 
States for a state to fix the eligibil- 
ity of the United States senators. 
Eligibility * * * is fixed by Article 1, 
Section 3, of the United States Con- 
stitution." 


Federal Requirement 


The former governor was refer- 


ring to a paragraph which rends: "No 
person shall be a senator who shall 
not have attained the age of 30 years, 
and been nine years n citizen of the 
United States, and who shall not, 
when elected, be an inhabitant of 
that state for which he shall be 
chosen." 


There is no other requirement, Mr. 


Futrell said.
